V illagers will pay city taxes 
a t the rate of $1.28 per $100 as- 
^ « ¡ e d vaulation for the 1950-51 
year it w as decided W ed­ 
nesday at council m eeting w hen 
a resolution fixing the rate at 
th at figure w as adopted. 
The rate is based on an a s ­ 
sessed valuation on real prop­ 
erty and im provem ents of $26.­ 
385,795 and on unsecured p er­ 
sonal propertv valued at $1,311,­ 
370. 


LAST YEAR'S city tax rale w as 
$1.31 per $100 assesed vaulation, 
a drop of three cents this year. 
The lax will become due and 
payable th is fall w ith the first 
h a lf 
delinquent 
in 
December 
and the w hole bill delinquent 
next April. Tax on 
unsecured 
property 
w as collected at the 
tim e of assessm ent at the $1.31 
rate. 
The tax rale is based on * 
eitv budget of $660,740 but prop­ 
erty ow ners do not pay all of 
♦ that.

The 38-bed hospital will boast of the latest modern facilities 
and equipment when it is completed at a cost of $468,000 some 
time In May, 1951. 
Fay and Sons, contractor announced that between 30 and 70 
men will be employed on the project during Its construction 
period. 
In the meantime, directors of the Desert Hospital district and 
the Palm Springs Community hospital, who will operate the insti- 
ution, hope to remain In Its present quarters, a building formerly 
part of the former El Mirador hotel.

There has been a lot of talk 
about keeping an eye on budgets 
and paring costs to taxpayers. 
But w hen Palm Springs U ni­ 
fied School District board met 
T uesday in their offices at F ra n ­ 
ces S. Stevens school to discuss 
the budget for 1950-51 w ith dis­ 
trict taxpayers— no one w as in ­ 
terested enough to show up. 
The board, with 
Hilton 
Mc­ 
Cabe in the' chair, w aited 
an 
hour 
but 
the 
auditorium 
re­ 
m ained hare. 


TRUSTEES, FINALLY, w ith no 
one there to protest any portion 
of the budget, took m atters in 
their own hands and pruned the 
tentative 
hudget 
$22,550 
more 
and sent the reduced document 
hack to Countv School Superin­ 
tendent E..E. Sm ith for approval. 
The revised 
budget for the 
1950-51 fiscal year is now $655.­ 
250 as compared w ith $698.693 
last year. 
Then the board set the tax 
rate as $133 per $100 assessed 
valuation. This is the sam e rate 
as levied last year. Clerk Ro 
land Vaile explained that while 
th e hudget is down $43,443 un­ 
der last year the tax rate is the 
sam e because there 
w as 
less 
carry-overs 
from 
the 
1949-50 
year. 


LAST YEAR’S fax rate was 
held to $1.33 because of a large 
balance from the previous year. 
Following approval of the bud­ 
get as finallv trim m ed from the 
tentative $677.770 early figures, 
m em bers of the board discussed 
plan s for the coming school year 
w hich will start on W ednesday, 
Sept. 13. two days later than 
others in the county.

THERE'S MUCH TALK these days in Palm Springs about 
what effect a third world war would have on this desert 
resort area. The first, inclination, of Aturse, is to reflect 
on conditions that prevailed during the last war. But on 
second thought we realize lhat circumstances may he 
quite different. The greatly increased possibility of bomb­ 
ing of Ihe West Coast changes the prospective picture 
considerably. Over a hundred miles from the coast and 
nestled behind lofty Mt. San Gorgonio. Palm Springs is 
already looked upon as one of the safest communities 
within a few hours' drive of Los Angeles. There seems 
little doubt that many people who do not have to live 
along the coast will decide to move farther inland, and 
that this area will attract numbers of them. 
It seems unlikely that Torney hospital would not be 
used by the government again as we understand It was 
not considered to be a very suitable location. There is 
little doubt, on the other hand, that the government 
would use our excellent airport as an air base. This pos­ 
sibility has been advanced as one of the reasons why 
the city might as well permit Douglas Aircraft to use a 
portion of the airport for testing planes. Regardless of 
w hat use is made of the airport. Palm Springs will be a 
favorite vacation spot and more would come here be­ 
cause of the difficulty of travel to distant places. This 
is one situation that prevailed during the last war that 
would undoubtedly exist again. 
While a war would considerably alter conditions in 
Palm Springs and the resort area, most of the disadvan­ 
tages would he offset by new advantages. Everyone pre­ 
fers a thousand times that we be spared another world 
conflict—but we might as well contemplate w hat Its ef­ 
fect. would be here and prepare accordingly. In the 
meantime life can go along much the same as usual. 
By way of preparation; the security which Palm 
Springs seems to offer in case of bombing along the coast 
might create a very serious problem here. There's no 
telling how many thousands of people might seek refuge 
in this area. If we were utterly unprepared for such an 
eventuality, it staggers the imagination to contemplate 
the confusion that would exist. The problem of food and 
shelter would be the greatest, and one needing the most 
advance preparation. People could undoubtedly be pre­ 
vailed upon to go further east and spread out all over 
the southwest, but we would still have a serious problem 
until adjustments were made. To meet this, Palm Springs 
should have a pre-designed program worked out and hun­ 
dreds of volunteers made ready for instant action. It s 
something to think about along with current problems.

County Schools 


Preparing for 


Slight Increase 
While Dr. A. G. Hoff of Palm 
Springs Unified School district 
estimates there wll be little 
change in enrollment in local 
schools, the office of Coutny 
S c h o o l Superintendent E. E. 
Smith is preparing for a slight 
rise in average daily attendance 
throughout the county. 
All t h r e e branches of the 
school system, elementary, high 
and junior college levels, show­ 
ed increases last year over pre­ 
vious totals, Smith said. 
ATTENDANCE in elementary 
classes rose from 22.369 pupils 
in the 1948 session to 23.265 last 
year, high school students aver­ 
aged 7163 each day last year 
compared with 6716 the year be­ 
fore and junior college attend­ 
ance rose 98 pupils in the same 
period. 
Average daily attendance Is 
used as the basis for figuring 
State aid A schools, Smith said, 
and therefore is of increasing 
importance as the school system 
grows. 
A large number of students 
are registered in the schools, but 
State aid is based only on the 
average number actually in class 
throughout the year. 
SMITH SAID MORE than 1400 
certified employes, mostly teach­ 
ers and administrators are in 
the process of being hired by the 
County to staff schools on open­ 
ing day, September 11. 
Ninety-five were granted certi­ 
ficates during last month as hir­ 
ing swung into high gear. An 
additional seven teachers and 
one administrator were awarded 
life diplomas, credentials given 
only after employes have held 
their positions for a specified 
time.

The Sun: I am visit 
ing at the home nf my sister 
and brother-in-law Mr. and Mrs. 
H. A. Danielson in the country­ 
side of Salt Lake City at the 
foot of Mount Olympus. 
Mr. Danielson is a contractor 
and was recently approached by 
one of his men who brought 
him several $10 and $20 gold 
pieces minted in 1850 and 1851. 
He said they were found in the 
hollow of a ” large bone of some 
animal and just fitted into the 
part, 
where 
the 
marrow 
had 
been removed. The bone was 
buried in the ground close to 
a fence post on an old ranch 
about 4 miles west of American 
Fork. Utah. The hole had been 
lined with stones and covered 
with 2 large flat stones. In all 
$900.00 in gold pieces told gold 
standard value) was found con­ 
sisting of five $50 pieces and 
the rest in tens and twenties. 
The $50 pieces were octagonal 
in shape. One side had the name 
of the assayer and the mining 
company which mined the gold 
in California and the date 1850. 
The other side had no lettering, 
only beautiful scroll ornam en­ 
tation.—The U. S. Government 
has never minted 
a $50 gold 
piece but 
gave permission to 
certain gold mining companies 
at. that time to mint them with 
the proviso that the fineness be 
printed on them, the name and 
date and that the shape he oc­ 
tagonal. 
Thev 
were 
usually 
minted a slightly heavier weight 
than specified in order to avoid 
controversy. None of the coins 
found were dated 
later than 
1851 and seemed to have been 
in very little circulation if at 
all.
